HARRY ROWELL INJURED 
WHILE ON POSSE RIDE 


Harry Rowell, Dublin Canyon rancher 
and well-known rodeo pioducer, is re- 
rorted recovering from injuries received 
when he was thrown from his horse, while 
on a week-end trip with the Alameda 
County Sheriff’s Posse. 

Rowell, leading the ride to his mountain 
cabin in the isolated mountains in south- 
eastern Alameda county, had left the other 
members of the party while searching for a 
horse belonging to Ray Morris which had 
wandered off in the dense fog. 

In the darkness Rowell’s horse, ““Mickey”’ 
stumbled at the edge of a hillside, with 
the rider pitched off 450 feet down a deep 
embankment. Dazed by the fall, the in- 
jured man managed to crawl up the 75 
foot embankment on the opposite side of 
the ravine where he laid and waited for 
help. 

Three members of a searching party, Rod 
Williams, Art Palmer, captain of the posse, 
and Gil Aschom, found him three hours 
later suffering intense pain. Williams, Chris 
Hansen and Fred Schleiper made a four 
hour ride to Sunol through the fog to sum- 
mon help while others of the group built 
fires to warm the injured rider. A heavy 
rainstorm had set in and it was early morn- 
ing before a rescue party, with medicine, 
arrived back at the scene. The return trip 
to the Livermore hospital which took more 
than two hours was made by a jeep truck. 
Examination showed Rowell suffering from 
a broken shoulder, and a 5-inch gash on his 
forehead. Latest reports from the hospital 
indicate that he may have to undergo sur- 
gery for his injuries. 

Other members of the posse returned 
home without continuing their week-end 
trip.

Jack Richards’ resolution regarding judg- 
ing of horse shows was brought before the 
board. According to the committee’s report 
upon original presentation of resolution, it 
was decided to allow that report to stand, 
and no further action was taken. There will 
be no change in the rules or recommenda- 
tions made to horse show judging.

“At the Foot of the Trails”

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We’ve Always Wondered — 


What happens to race tracks in off-season 
months? True, they do quiet down a bit 
after the last $2 bettor has cashed his tick- 
et, but there remains a hum of activity at 
many tracks, with events ranging from kite- 
flying contests to soap box derbies. 


Some tracks are the scene for annual 
flower shows. At Narragansett Park the 
seven-day Shriner’s Circus is held for the 
benefit of crippled children. Other charity 
events include a benefit horse show held at 
Garden: State Park for the West Jersey 
Hospital. 


The California International Flower Show 
was held this spring at Hollywood Park, and 
if current plans materialize, Tanforan will 
be used for community-sponsored concerts. 


Pure-bred cattle and livestock shows are 
held at Ak-Sar-Ben, Timonium, and Keene- 
land. Belmont Park, Churchill Downs, Santa 
Anita, and other tracks- are hosts to outings 
of church groups, the Boy Scouts, and the 
Y.M.C.A. Belmont Park has provided two 
playgrounds on property “adjoining its 
grounds, and has recently opened a new 
16-acre parking field as a play area during 
the off season. 


In addition to the use of its track for 
truck rodeos and parade formations, Holly- 
wood Park’s grandstand, before it was des- 
troyed by fire recently was used for mail 
storage and sorting space by the local post 
office during the Christmas rush. In Florida, 
Hialeah Park, known for its flowers, is 
open the year around.

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AMERICAN SADDLE HORSES 


The early residents of Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee, Virginia, and West Virginia found 
horses with easy gaits to be the most de- 
sirable to ride over plantations, semi-moun- 
tainous grazing farms, and on long journeys. 
In the preference for such gaits they laid 
the foundation for and promoted the pioneer 
development of the American Saddle horse. 
Sections, of Missouri also soon took up the 
breeding of easy-gaited saddle horses, and 
today this State ranks next to the mother 
state (Kentucky) in the production of high- 
class individuals. 

Thoroughbred, Morgan, and Canadian 
blood form the basis for this breed. The 
American Saddle Horse Breeders’ Associa- 
tion recognized the following horses as 
foundation stock of the breed previous to 
April 10, 1908: Denmark, by Imported 
Hedgeford; John Dillard; Brinker’s Dren- 
non; Sam Booker, Tom Hal; Coleman’s Eu- 
reka; Van Meter’s Waxy; Cabell’s Lexing- 
ton; Copperbottom; Stump - the - Dealer; 
Texas; Prince Albert; Peter’s Halcorn; Var- 
non’s Roebuck and Davy Crockett. At pres- 
ent Denmark alone is recognized as founda- 
tion stock. 

The chief distinguishing characteristics 
of the American Saddle horse are the gaits 
which are known as the rack or single-foot 
(a rather fast, cultivated gait intermediate 
in movement between the trot and pace), 
the fox trot, the running walk, and the 
slow pace (the last three being commonly 
referred to as the slow gaits, any one of 
them being accepted as the slow gait of a 
five-gaited saddle horse). The other gaits 
demanded in a horse of this type are the 
canter, the trot, and the walk.
